Mr. Trum ans an­ 
nouncement said, “the extent to 
which we should continue aiding 
such recovery is less easy to ascer­ 
tain. and merits most careful study.” 
The major committee consists of 
19 leaders in 
economics, 
finance,

One of the other two studies, con­ 
ducted within the government, will 
be made by specialists directed by 
Secretary of the Interior Krug, and 
the other by the President’s Coun­ 
cil of Economic advisers, headed by 
Dr. Edwin G. Nourse. 
The committee of 19, described by 
the President as “non-partisan,” is 
instructed to report the limits with­ 
in which the United States may 
“safely and wisely plan” to offer aid 
abroad.

A BIZARRE NERVE MALADY 
M 


ULTIPLE, or disseminated, 
sclerosis is a neurological 
disease 
th at is becoming 
more common. 
Fifteen or 
20 yea rs ago it was rather rare in 
this countrj' but quite p revalent 
in Europ e. Now, however, it is en­ 
countered with increasing frequency 
in America. Little is known about 
the malady but it is being studied 
inten.slvely. 
Many organizations have 
been 
formed to encourage re.search on 
various chronic dLsorders and to 
help the laity to a better under­ 
standing of the p robleuLs involved. 
This includes such group s as ep ilep ­ 
tics. alcoholics, diabetics, arthritics, 
and victims of cerebral p alsy. Re­ 
cently 
such 
an 
as.sociation 
was 
started to study multip le sclerosis. 


Something caa<>es tiny p atches in 
the brain and sp inal cord to degen­ 
erate, 
thus affecting the nerves 
p gssing through these areas. In some 
ca.ses, only a few lesions occur; in 
others 
involvement 
is 
extensive. 
The latest concep t is th at the blood 
in the vessels going to the involved 
regions 
becomes 
clotted. 
Conse­ 
quently, p reventive measures along 
this line are b« ing carried out in 
an attem p t to stop the destructiva 
p rocess. 
The hardened .sp<Hs do not all ap ­ 
p ear at one time but as each new 
one develop « , a toxic reaction en­ 
sues in the adjacent tissues. As a 
re.sult, symp toms flare up ; 
with 
healmg they quiet down. Credit for 
this natural remission is often given 
to whatever treatm ent is being em­ 
p loyed. hence it Is difficult to deter­ 
mine whether any p articular p lan 
is 
actually 
help ful. 
Years 
may 
elap.« $ e between ep isodes. 
In the majority of victims, stiff— 
ne&s and weakness develop gradu­ 
ally in the muscles of one of the 
lower limbs, which may be noticed 
only after exertion or injur>'. In 
others, 
definite 
p aralysis 
en.sues. 
Transient blindness of one or both 
eyes may arise. It is often likened 
to a curtain that is drawn slowly 
across 
the fleld 
of vision untU 
everything is obliterated. Now and 
then this hap p ens rap idly tnit usu­ 
ally a week or two will be required 
for it to become comp lete. Peculiar 
eye movements (nystagmus) may 
be p re.sent. Like the other m ani­ 
festations, these disturbances come 
and go with the formation and 
healing of new areas of deteriora­ 
tion. Ultimately a tremor Is noted 
in the hand.« and the sp eech will 
be altered, with digiculty in enun­ 
ciation. 


Early diagnosis is not always easy 
because the findings are so bi­ 
zarre. 
In fact, this is the most 
characteristic feature « of the ail­ 
ment. H iere is no set p lace fo r the 
lesion^ to attack and in one indi­ 
vidual they may be confined to a 
certain p art; in others, involvement 
is general.

Supreme Courf Justice Takes Life Easy,- General Eisenhower Looks Forward To 


New Post; Civil Aeronautics Board In Huddle Over United Airlines Crash

the Justices don’t

“Al Shola,” editorial­ 
ized: “Truman should erect a large 
statue of Hitler becau.se Truman 
and Churchill are using Hitlerism 
tactics these days In the Middle 
East.’’ Another p ap er .« faid American 
cash was being offered for selfish 
reasoas and urged that it be used 
by the Arabs for equally selfish rea­ 


sons to p lay the East agairLst the 
We.st. 
In Rassia and Hungary, too, a t­ 
tacks by p re.ss and radio are di­ 
rected against American “reaction­ 
ary" circles, the labor bill,

American Federation of Labor and 
even Robert Taylor, the movie ac­ 
tor. Not all of Lesueur’s commen­ 
tary is that dark, though most of 
It is p retty bad.

This es­ 
p ecially ap p lies to the 400,(X)0 re­ 
turning veterans who have recently 
started small businesses.

CO.MPETITION is bound to be 
very .severe after the demand for 
goods has once been filled.

Senate Should Override 
Presidents Veto Today 


This newspaper believes th a t the Senate today 
should follow the example of the House in overriding 
President T rum ans veto of the Taft-H artley bill. 
The choice is between adm ittedly imperfect legisla­ 
tion and the precarious situation which has existed 
far too long under the W agner Act of 1935. 
H ie President camouflaged his veto of the Labor 
Bill with some virtuous talk and probably the longest 
bill of objections ever incorporated into a veto mes­ 
sage. However, the fact rem ains, and cannot be dis­ 
puted, th at it is basically and essentially a political 
veto. Due to political conditions it was almost inevi­ 
table from the start th a t Mr, Trum an would veto any 
measure Congress designed for the correction of union 
abuses. The Taft-H artley bill was greatly softened in 
the Senate with the idea of satisfying Mr. Trum an. 
Changes made in the bill in the Senate were 
sound and strengthened the measure. 
But there 
never was a chance th a t they would obviate a veto. 
The big labor bosses simply didn’t w ant any bill and 
they made it entirely plain th a t unless the President 
w ent along with them all the way, he could not ex­ 
pect anything but opposition from them In 1948. He 
couldn’t be re-elected, so he was told by his advisers, 
and not without reason, w ithout the support from the 
heads of big unions—and th a t was an end to the m at­ 
ter. 
The NEWS does not advocate legislation depriving 
labor of its fundam ental rights. It believes the T aft- 
Hartley bill protects the essential rights of labor to or­ 
ganize, to bargain collectively, to set up union shops 
and, except in the case of Government employes, to 
strike. It does make unions, as well as employers, re­ 
sponsible for the contracts they sign and th at Is as it 
should be For years, contracts with labor unions have 
have been one-sided documents, with m anagem ent 
being held responsible but labor going ahead and 
Finking any time a few disgruntled workers felt like 
It, regardless of “non-strike** provisions in contracts. 
To some extent Mr. Trum an m ust share failure of 
Congress to enact a bill he could approve. It was not 
enough for him to fall back complacently upon his 
S tate of the Union message. Early in the debate on 
labor legislation last Spring he should have consulted 
with congressional leaders In an effort to shape ac­ 
ct ptable legislation, but he didn’t. 
Left to handle this m atter alone under a “m an­ 
date*’ from the people as expressed at the polls last 
November. Congress passed a bill which we believe is 
acceptable to a majority. 
For th a t reason, it see ms 
to us, th a t Mr. Trum an has chosen a dangerous course 
politically. 
The m iddle-of-the-roaders, who are de­ 
term ined th a t labor abuses should end, m ay easily 
swing the balance against Mr. Trum an in th e next 
election. 
The President was not only content to veto th# 
bill but has taken unusual measures to sustain his 
action. Friday’s effort to influence Senate support a t 
a W hite House luncheon and Friday night’s radio ad­ 
dress sharpen the issue. The President fears passage 
of the bill would result in even more labor trouble. 
If th a t should prove to be the case, the Republican 
m ajority will have to shoulder the responsibility and 
seek another solution. 
Mr. Truman played politics between his inaugu­ 
ration and the election of 1948. He did very badly a t 
I* as the results of the 1948 election show. After the 
1948 election the President seemed to give it up as a 
hopeless Job. acting as if he m eant thereafter to be 
himself and a President of all the people of the Uni­ 
ted Stat es. I ts a m atter of record th at in th a t role he 
did very well. His popularity went up in the polls. 
Now he is playing politics again, in one of the most 
dangerous and critical periods in American history. 
It seems to us th a t this is too bad for Harry Trum an 
end it is certainly too bad for the United States of 
America.

quently, preventive measures along 
this line are being carried out in 
an attempt to stop the destructive 
process.

Years may

In the majority of victims, stiff­ 
ness and weakness develop gradu­ 
ally in the muscles of one of the 
lower limbs, which may be noticed 
only after exertion or injury. In 
others, definite paralysis ensues. 
Transient blindness of one or both 
eyes may arise. It is often likened 
to a curtain that is drawn slowly 
across the field crf vision until 
everything is obliterated. Now and 
then this happens rapidly but usu­ 
ally a week or two will be required 
for it to become complete. Peculiar 
eye movements (nystagmus) may 
be present. Like the other mani­ 
festations, these disturbances come 
and go with the formation and 
healing of new areas of deteriora­ 
tion. Ultimately a tremor is noted 
in the hands and the speech will 
be altered, with difficulty in enun­ 
ciation.

The Cool Situation 
The blackest spot in the labor picture a t the 
moment is soft coal. The danger of mass strikes in 
other basic industries seems to have been at least 
tem porarily averted by wage and working agreem ents 
between m anagem ent and the interested unions. But 
the refusal of John L. Lewis of the United Mine 
Workers to agree to wage offers, which follow the 
pattern established in comparable industries, is a 
v*»rv real threat to the economic welfare of this 
country. 
The public must understand w hat another coal 
strike would mean. Coal is the basic elem ent in the 
m anufacture of steel, upon which all heavy industry 
depends, and in the production of electric power in 
most major industrial centers. It fuels the bulk of the 
country’s railroad locomotives. It is thus an absolutely 
essential raw m aterial, and a prolonged strike would 
result in the closure of factories which produce goods 
the country sorely n eed s-a n d which provide millions 
o. lobs. Even a brief strike would seriously disrupt 
the productive machine. 
From the point of view of the m iners themselves, 
a strike would be a grave blow. The wages lost—’ 
coming on top of wage losses incurred in the past 
Tikes 
would largely offset the very real gains they 
have made in recent years. Worst of all would be the 
loss of public confidence and increasing public dis­ 
t a l of any working group which permits its leader­ 
ship to totally disregard the national welfare. 
The operators, in attem pting to deal with Mr. 
L^wis, have not been recalcitrant. They made a fair 
f> *er which* If accepted, would have kept the coal 
miners in their preferred position as the highest paid 
:>. all workers in mass industry. The union refused, 
and made excessive demands which would have started 
a new inflationary cycle through all basic industry. 
That is the heart of the controversy.

When I was in Washington I went 
for a drive into Virginia and had 
dinner at a historic old colonial inn, 
and it really was authentic. Over 
one table was a sign and it read, 
“George Washington once took bi­ 
carbonate here.” 
And when I finished my tea. the 
waitress didn’t clear the table. Some 
guy in a powdered wig and silk 
knee breeches rushed in, grabbed 
the tea bag. and dumped it into the 
Potomac river. 
They really went to extremes to 
preserve that early colonial atmos­ 
phere.

As this is being written. Republi­ 
can leaders in the Senate plan to 
authorize about $4,300,000. for the 
‘Voice of America” overseas broad­ 
casts instead of the $14,800,000 re­ 
quested by the State Department. 
This would mean that all programs 
written and produced by the State 
Department would be eliminated, 
and the only programs sent over­ 
seas would be those network shows 
and special broadcasts created by 
the networks for overseas trans­ 
mission. It also means the end of 
the two proposed relay stations 
which were to have been construc­ 
ted in Tanglers and Liberia to 
strengthen the weak signal in Rus­ 
sia and the Par East, including 
Korea. 
With that in mind, let us turn 
to an excellent program called “As 
Others See Us.” (C.B.S. 12:30 p. rn. 
EDT Sundays), which reviews the 
foreign press and radio, particularly 
what they are saying about America. 
Americans, according to this pro­ 
gram, will get lots of publicity all 
over the world, though not very 
good publicity, even if the “Voice 
of America” is crippled. 
In a recent program. Larry Les- 
ueur, the commentator dwelt at 
some length on the propaganda now 
being fed to Korea, one of the 
spots the State Department can’t 
reach very well without a new re­ 
lay station. Lesueur described the 
constant stream of stories about re­ 
pressive measures in south Korea 
(the American zone) appearing in 
papers in northern Korea ♦Rus­ 
sian zone.) One paper, “Michoo 
Chosun.” blithely reported tales of 
reactionary police and terrorists, 
presumably 
Americans, 
throwing 
3,000 patriots in jail. 
A sampling of public opinion in 
south Korea shows the campaign 
was pretty effective: 60 per cent of 
Koreans expressed dislike for Amer­ 
icans, and the 40 per cent who 
liked Americans didn’t like them 
very much. 
In the Middle East the Nationalist 
Arab paper, “Al Shola,” editorial­ 
ized: “Truman should erect a large 
statue of Hitler because Truman 
and Churchill are using Hitlerism 
tactics these days in the Middle 
East.” Another paper said American 
cash was being offered for selfish 
reasons and urged that it be used 
by the Arabs for equally selfish red-

To combat this sort of thing, to 
present America in some reasonably 
benevolent light overseas, the State

Yet at the 
same time, oil tankers are loading 
on the Pacific Coast to ship 700.000 
barrels of oil for Russia. 
In the 
first half of 1947. the United States 
will have shipped 35.000.000 barrels 
of ail: 772.000 of which will have 
gone to Soviet Russia—a country 
that Is now in possession of a 
tremendously great oil reserve. The 
excuse is that it is cheaper to ship 
te Vladivastok from the United 
States than from any Russian oil 
field. 
But is it sound for us? 
In 1946. this country shipped 2- 
500.000 barrels of oil to Russia: 130.- 
000.000 to all ountries. 
In 1945. w'e 
exported 5.000.000 to Russia out of a 
total of 162,000,000 to all countries. 
Can we afford these exports? 
Hoover and Baruch do not be­ 
lieve we can continue to give away 
$5,000,000,000 of our natural wealth 
a year for any prolonged period. 
They indicate that our high prices

Promotion of a stable, balanced 
economy with a longtime point of 
view in

is proposed, along 
with a suggestion that diversity of 
industrial activity rather than mere 
expansion be emphasized.
